Lausanne. 

With the general political effects of the Treaty of Lausanne, 
which technically brings the Great War toan end, we need not here 
concern ourselves. We rejoice that Peace is finally assured between 
this country and the last of the erstwhile enemies with whom she has 


come to terms after the bitter conflict which began nine years ago. 


Eut we cannot avoid remarking in passing how this Treaty with 
Turkey is yet another exemplification of the utter failure 
of War as a means for securing the object for which it is 
entered upon. If all the causes—and there were many—which led to 


the disaster of 1914 were analysed, it would probably be found that. 
at the root of them all was the position of the Turkish Empire 


and a determination on the part of one group of nations that the 
Turk should no longer cumber Europe with his presence. He was 
defeated in the war, and yet the treaty of peace leaves him in 
possession, virtually if not actually, of all he held previously in 
this Continent with added powers and many advantages he previously 
lacked. In this Turkey is but in the same category as almost every 
other country that took part in the great struggle, Not one of them 
has come out of it “according to plan,” nor in a condition which, 


could it have been foreseen, would not have disposed it to 
any other course than the one it actually took. For it must never 


be forgotten that nations go to war long before the first shot 
is fired, and it is impossible to believe thatthe attitude of any of the 


_belligerents during the long time prior to the opening of hostilities, 


when the quarrel was brewing so that recourse to arms was made 
inevitable, would have been what it was, could any of them have 
foretold the results of hostilities as we now know them. The 
Lausanne Treaty has, however, one particular interest for us Jews. 
Palestine is freed from Turkish government which rested for sa 
long as a blight upon the country. The pathis thus made all the 
smoother and easier for the progress of Palestine under the pag 
Britannica, with Jews making there their National Home and co- 
Operating with all other inhabitants of the land for its common good, 


The Arab Delegation. 


A DELEGATION from the Arabs of Palestine arrived in this 
Country at the beginning of the week. Its chief purpose is ta 
induce the British Government to reverse the Zionist policy 
of setting up in Palestine a Jewish National Home. Wea 
imagine that the deputation, which is obviously on a mission of 
Concessions, will find that the Arabs have siready received all it is 


Possible to give@ them consistently with carrying out, even in the 


most attenuated fashion, the implications of the Balfour Declaration 
and the Mandate. Sir HerBertT SAMUET, happens, also, to be in 
England, and it is earnestly to be hoped that even he, if appealed to, 
as he most probably will be, will also come to tle conclusion that 
enough has been done in the direction of concessions to revolt 
against British policy for the purpose of placating the Arabs. 
Sir HERBERT would, if we may suggest it, be far better 


employed in showing the Arabs that whilst on the one hand, as Mr. 


ORMSEY GORE intimated in the House of Commons on Wednesday, 
Great Britain has said its last word on the question of the policy it 
intends to pursue of carrying out the Palestine Mandate, on the 
other hand there is nothing in that policy to which the Arabs reason- 
ably can object. We quoted last week a paragraph from the 
Memorandum presented by the Zionist Organisation to the League 
of Nations, which was answered by the Mandate that Great Britain 
holds. No Zionist asks for more than what that Memorandum 
claims, as a method or means of attaining Jewish National 


aspirations in respect to Palestine, and no Zionist eould possibly 


be content with less. If the Arabs for a moment think that 
the setting up in Palestine of the Jewish National Home, what- 


ever that may ultimately result in—and as to that, there 


are diverse hopes of varying sizes—will mean any kind of in- — 


justice te them, then they are woefully ignorant of and misunder- 
stand entirely the very basis of the Zionist Movement. ‘That 
Movement claims justice at the hands of the world to a people that 
for twenty centuries has experienced little of that quality. 
its claim upon the rights inherent in all men, the right of freedom, 
the right of life, the right of the’yhuman soul, and the right of pro- 
perty.. The Arabs are entitled by every sort of consideration to the 
fullest of these rights without equivocation or qualification. How 
is it possible then for Jews to harbour such inconsistency as ta 
contemplate securing rights for themselves which they will deny 
to the Arabs, or doing anything that would prejudice such rights 
with them? (We make. bold to say that there is not a Zionist, 
there is not a Jewish Nationalist, who would not fight as keenly 
for the security, moral and material, of the Arabs in Palestine, for 
the maintenance of their civil and religious rights, as keenly as he 
would for Jewish rights there. But the Jew demands the recogni- 
tion of Jewish rights, and the existence of those we fear the Arabs 
dco not appreciate. It has been said again and again that Jews can 
buidd their National Home in Palestine, not only without damage to 
Arabs but totheir enormous advantage. But build up their National 
Home the Jews must. Impressing upon the Arabs these facts will 
be far more useful, not alone tothem but to the general state of 
things, than ‘giving them further concessions. There are spoilt 
children whose sad condition has been fostered if. not caused by more 
and more * concessions ’ so as to placate their unamenability. ‘The 
report cf the . meeting ef the British Medical Association 
on Wednesday last, and the address by Dr. CAMERON 
show that very clearly. If we may be permitted to do so, We 
would earnestly advise the Arab Delegation, instead of wasting 
time and arousing ill-will by attempting to get from the Government 
a denial of the rights Jews undoubtedly have in Palestine.

Nothing that has occurred can surely manifest

 Thatthere is a serious difference of opinion whether it is wise or best 
to ignore these attacks, or by means of the proposed publication of Jewish 
leaflets to attempt to refute them, I am well aware. But I would 
venture to suggest that no better information could be given tothe British 
public (always be it remembered a fair and just minded-public) than 
by the free distribution of copies of the various papers given at the 
Preachers’ Conference, including, of course, the wonderful and inspiring 
address of the Chief Rabbi. I do not know whether the type is still 
standing as given in the Jewish Chronicle; if it is, then the cost 
would be so much less. In any case I have a feeling that the money 
required to defray the.cost would readily be forthcoming if an appeal to 
Anglo-Jewry were made for this purpose. 


There is nothing of a boastful nature in these papers, neither can they © 


hurt the susceptibilities of other denominations by claiming for us certain 
virtues, which we Jews are only too ready to admit others are equally 
entitled to take credit for.

Instead of taking 
results, which no sane person now thinks of questioning, and making 
them the basis of a new orthodox outlook, we are treated to vague talk of 
Germans,” and the “Higher Anti-Semitism,” childish misuse of the 
higher-critical-apparatus, to show that the Gilgamish epic is a composite 
work (a fact which Dr. Budge, our greatest authority, admits), and which 
i8 quite irrelevant to the point under discussion. We are carried back to 
& viewpoint that has been impossible since about 1850! Even the Con- 
8ervative Catholics have got further than this. 

It must be perfectly obvious to anyone who has, with an open mind, 
read any of the older commentaries on the Bible and compared them with, 
say, those of the International :Critical Commentary, how infloitely 
Superior, for a true understanding of the Bible, aretholatter. Apparently 
Our orthodox ministers are so blinded by a certain traditional 
Standpoint that they fail to see what a real stimulus to orthodoxy 
would be given by a whole-hearted acceptance of the higher 
Criticism, The reason ig obvious.

Obituary. 


Mr. HYMAN LIBERMAN (Cape Town). 


Mr. Hyman Liberman, three times Mayor of Cape Town, has died 
recently in that city, at the age ofseventy-one, A native of Birmingham, 
the deceased went to South Africa quite early in life, and became one of 
Cape Town’s leading citizens, All his life Mr. Liberman was closely 
identified with Jewish affairs. He served at one time as President of 
the Cape Town Hebrew Congregation. | 

Mr. Liberman’s public spirit and devotion to the city of his residence 
are well exemplified by the terms of his will, of which, however, probate 
has not yet been granted. It is understood that his fortune will 
amount to a very considerable sum. To charitable institutions of 
an undenominational nature he leaves 7} per cent. of his estate: 
5 per cent. to the Cape Town University; 2 per cent. for founding 
& public reading room in the poorer part of the city; 24 per cent. 

to his employees; and 10 per cent. for a suggested archway at the 
foot of Government Avenue “to aid in beautifying and adorning the 
_ Mother City of South Africa.” He leaves also his Dutch clock and all 
his glassware to the City Corporation, and all his books in Hebrew to 
the Talmud Torah. The sum of £500 is to be paid to the Rev. A. P. 
Bender on his retirement, together with a life interest on 2 per cent. 
of his fortune, the capital sum to be utilised at Mr. Bender’s death 
towards the payment of the stipend of a minister of the Avenue 
Synagogue, provided that such minister shall have been born in England 
and shall have had a university education. Five per cent. of the 
estate is to go to the Hope of Israel Congregation, but is not to be 


claimable until the mortgage bond on the synagogue has been reduced to 


£5,000. Bequests are left also to the trustees of the Avenue Synagogue 
for a school to give instruction in Hebrew, to the Jewish Home for 
the Aged, and to the Cape Jewish Orphanage. The deceased was a 
Widower and left no children. 

_ The funeral service was conducted by the Rev. A. P. Bender. 
There was a very large attendance, the Mayor, and three former 
Mayors being present, as well as representatives of many institutions, 
including the Hebrew Congregation, the Zionist Organisation, the 
Jewish Orphanage, the Bikur Cholim Society, the Talmud Torah, the 


Jewish Board of Guardians, and various Friendly Societies. 


Mr. Lew Brodski, the well-known millionaire sugar-refiner of Kieff, 
has just died in Berlin. Mr, Brodski was a famous philanthropist. He 
was noted for having introduced the first electric street cars in Russia. 


THE LATE Dr. ALEXANDER MARMOREK,

the Bible that is dear to the heart of orthodoxy is not that strange 
collection of documents, J.E.R.P., etc., discovered by the higher critics. 
It has been shown pretty conclusively that Moses was not responsible for 
the Pentateuch (the Rabbis admitted as much when they said that 
Joshua wrote the last verses of Deuteronomy), and this, according to Dr. 


Cohen, makes it impossible, if true, any longer to say in synagogue “This 


is the Law which Moses gave. . . .” Is Dr. Cohenserious? Does the 
literary authorship of this work make a scrap of difference to the psycho- 
logical fact that we Jews do—and will—always connect our Torah with 
Moses? The Torah to us means not what it says, but what we have 
made it mean. The Rabbis were quite right in misinterpreting “an eye 
for an eye” to suit their own convenience. The Torah contained all 
truth; therefore it had to mean just what you wanted ittomean. Nor 
has that besn a momentary way of looking at the Bible. It has been the 
regular belief of Jewry all through the ages. The Rabbis who discussed 
whether the Future Life was referred to in the Pentateuch knew very 
well that it was not, yet in their discussions they forced the Torah to 
refer to ié several times, only showing—-what Dr. Cohen seems to have 
missed—that it is not what the Torah says that matters, but what we can 
make it mean. Now the higher critics can tell us nothing else but what 
the sentences say and what the words mean. That hardly concerns us. 
It is owe meaning that, by living Jewishly and with a Jewish conscious- 
ness, matters. 

Unless orthodox ministers can understand this viewpoint, and under- 
stand it rapidly, it will find that the “remnant” of the Young Men who 
think, and who are still in their synagogues, will be forced to go either to 
Hill Street or perhaps to Rome. To the present writer Rome seems an 
impossibility for a million and one reasons. Hill Street is really the only 
alternative, but that is a backboneless assembly of cranks with religious 
b’s in their bonnets. For healthy, normal religionists, the United Syna 


gogue is a happier place, but it must cease to offer itself as an insult &

The next thing they want to do was to create a 
proper superannuation scheme. A scheme had been worked out with 
considerable trouble, but it did not meet with the approval of the employees, 
and negotiations were ‘proceeding with a view to securing an agreed 
scheme. He was hopeful that before very long they would havo a 
superannuation scheme that would be satisfactory te both the Board and 


- that their reserve fund was growing by leaps and bounds. He was proud 
to see it, because it would enable them to put into effectone or two 
Bchemes that he hadin mind. One was the building of a Jewish markot 
80 that they would be able to supervise effectively the sale of kas/er meat.

Visitors who are always warmly welcomed, are invited to 
inspect the Home and see for themselves how carefully yet efficiently tt 
isrun. During tho war it was use@ as a private military hospital for 
Jewish soldiers at the sole oxpenso of its late President: since its re-open. 

ing as a Convalescent Home a large overdraft at its bankers has been 

incurred, and there is no prospect of avoiding a yearly one on the present 
revenue, Fiye hundred pounds a year added to the income now available 
would place the Home on a sound financial basis, would enable us to re-open 
our Chilren’s wing, and would enable us to continue our work at Tudor 
House with light hearts. Is it too much to hope that those who can 
afford to pay for the convalescence of themselves or that of those near 
and dear to them, will give us a donation, or, better still, an annual 
pemerar, pine to provide this inestimable boon for those less happily 
sNuated than themselves?

“THE BEAVERBROOK COMEDY.” 


Seized with Forgetfulness! 


THE MISCHIEF MAKERS, 


The following appeared in the Jewish i orld of yosterday : 3 
The Beaverbrook episode, as it has been called, will surely be recol- 
lected in Anglo-Jewish history as the Beaverbrook comedy. It will be 
remembered as the Comedy of Forgetfulness, for that quality played the 
most important part in the affair. Let us recall some of the moro salient 
facts. Lord Beaverbrock, a very bitter opponent cf Zionism, when 
recently in Palestine, told an Arab deputation that he was first asked to 
oppose the Jewish National Movement by a Committce of British Jews. 
He said this as proof that his anti-Zionism was not anti-Semitism ; and 
although there are many of us who would hesitate to regard such 
proof as positive, still it must be confessed that from the point of view of 
a non-Jew like Lord Beaverbrook it must have seomed quite valid. If 
Jews, he doubtless argued, themselves provide opponents of Zionism, 
_ surely one can be an opponent and yet be a pro-Semite. As wo say, the 
argument must have appeared to him but reasonable; but evidently 
Lord Beaverbrook did not know as much of the kind of Jew he had 

denominated “ British ” as he has since learned. 


- That Lord Beaverbrook had good ground for what he had stated asa ~ 


fact we had not much doubt, for we were quite aware of the lengths to 
which these “British” Jews would go in their blind hatred of the greatest 
of Jewish aspirations and of those who were striving to promote it. But 
it occurred to us as remarkable, even bearing in mind the nature of 
Jowish anti- Zionism, that a “Committee,” even again of British” Jews, 
- phould venture to appeal to Lord Beaverbrook to help them in theix 


treachery. We, therefore, challenged Lord Beaverbrook to give thenames - 


_ of those who composed the Committee and the Organisation which they 


represented. This he refused to do on the really absurd ground (he had. 


been doubtless so admonished by the parties concerned themselves) that 
‘an exposure of the information we called for would result in tho persons 
— who formed the deputation to him being subjected to unbearably viclent 
criticism on the part of the Zionist press. | : 
Repudiations, 


Lord Beaverbrook, however, stuck to what he had said to the Arabg, 
and added that although, for the reasons he gave, he was unable to tell 
the names we asked for, he could say that they were well known to 
certain members of the community and one other. Sir Alfred Mond, he 


said, knew, so did an official of the Palestine Administration, so did Lord 


Balfour, while they were also well known in the Board Room of the 
Jcowish Guardian. This statement was made by Lord Beaverbrook in the 
Sunday Express, and we then, in the following issue of the Jewish World, 
urged those Jews to whom Lord Beaverbrook had alluded, to say what 
they knew about the matter. Sir Alfred Mond at once wrote to us to say 
that he knew absolutely nothing about it, while our contemporary, which 
has the advantage of being edited by Mr. Laurie Magnus, the very noxt 
day issued a complete denial of ever having “heard of such a Committee, 
either in our ‘ board room’ (of very modest dimensions) or individually,” 
adding that “the names of the mombers who composed it are quite 
unknown to us.” 
‘The paper did not agree with us that it was important that the names 
of the ‘‘ Committee” which acted as Lord Beaverbrook had alleged, should 
be known. Indeed, it evidently wished its readers to understand that it 
did not deem the statement he had made, and which we had challenged, 
as otherwise than “ devoid ofallimportance,” to use ita own words. That 
was why, it explained, it made no reference to the statement, although it 
criticised somewhat fully the other observations contained in Lord 
Beaverbrook’s speech to the Arabs. When, in the course cf the article to 
which we bave referred, Lord Beaverbrook said that this silence on the 
part of our contemporary was “ significant” it replied: “ Since itis obvious 
that he (Lord Beaverbrook) could not have been referring to the Board of 
Deputies, the Anglo-Jewish Association, or the League of British Jews, the 
identity of his anonymous visitors seemed to us devoid of all importance,” 
and it added some words, which we venture toitalicise: That they should 
have selected Lord Beaverbrook as their councillor was itself a proof of 
their ineptitude. 

Lord Balfour said nothing concerning the affair, and the Official in 
the Palestine Administration was not heard of. But at the annual 
meeting of the League of British Jews, held on May 15th, in answer toa 
question which smacked considerably of being inspired, Mr. Lionel de 
Rothechild, the President, declared that :

While Lord Beaverbrook was Chancellor of the Duchy and 
Minister of Information, from February to October, 1918, in Mr, 
Lloyd George’s Coalition Government, a prominent Jewish Member 

of Parliament, since deceased, who sat om the Liberal sido, became 


Chairman of a House of Commons Committee appointed to examing 


the Department’s accounts with a view to advising on a reduction in 
expenditure. His investigation revealed that the Ministry contained 
® Section for information on Jewish matters, which was manned 
exclusively by Zionists; and, in the exercise of his public duty,’he 
pointed out to the Minister that this section was not fully represen- 
tative of Jewish opinion, and that another view was held by a part of 
the Anglo-Jewish community. We are informed that, in this con- 
nection, allusion was made by the M.P. tothe existence of the League 
of British Jews, and that he mooted a suggestion as to adding a non- 
Zionist Jew to Lord Beaverbrook’s staff. The matter seems to have 
been dropped, however, since the M.P. deemed it his chief duty tc 
advise a reduction, not an increase of the Ministry's personne’. 

Lord Beaverbrook relinquished his office in October, 1918, shortly 
before the armistice, and allowing for mistakes of memory, if occus 
to us that these facts may account for some of the noble Lord’a 
statements, which have aroused so much interest ina certain quarter 
of the Press. Then, Sir Alfred Mond may have been confused with 
the Liberal Jewish M.P.; the mention of the League of British 
Jews may have been mis-remembered as a request proceeding 
from it; and the reference to the Jewish Guardian, which was not 
founded till a year after this episode, may be due to the fact that 


among those who subsequently became our shareholders were somo & 


members of the League. 
It is no wondér that Lord Beaverbrook did not see his way to let that 
Stand as the meaning of,the statement he had made to explain his words 
to the Arabs, “ mistakes; of memory” (what we prefer to call forgetfnl- 
bess) notwithstanding. 

Seven Points. 

He, therefore, as our readers know, wrote to our columns a letter in 

which he declared : 


1, That the “Committee of British Jews,” to which he had referred 


was the League of British Jews. 

2. That the purpose of the Deputation from the League which waited 
upon him was “to protest against the use of public money for Zionist 
propaganda and for a policy of which they disapproved.” : 

3. That the deputation’ consisted of the late Sir Charles Henry 


(Treasnrer of the League) and Mr. Lionel de Rothschild, thep, as now, 


the League’s President. | | 
4. That these gentlemen so persuaded the Minister by their argu- 
mente against Zionism, that Lord Beaverbrook decided to disband the 
organisation for Zionist propaganda then comprised in the Ministry of 
Information and replace it by a new Committee to be composed of several 
anti-Zionists and two Zionists.

6. That Mr. Laurio Magnus, whois Managing Director of the Com- 
paby owning the paper he edits, was recommended to Lord Beaverbrook 
by Sir Charles Henry (presumably with the concurrence of his fellow-

| Mr. De Rothschild’s Explanation. 
These statements did not tally in the least with the repudiations of 


Lord Beaverbrook’s previous assertions, and called for some explanation, 


The explanation tendered by Mr. Lionel de Rothschild, so far as he wag, 
concerned, will be fresh in the minds of our readers, for it was published 


in these columns no later than in the first issue of the currentmonth. Ho 


sought to draw a distinction between what Lord Beaverbrook first said as 
to being asked to oppose Zionism by a representative Committee of Diitich 
Jews and what he subsequently stated as to being asked to receive adeputa- 
tion from the League of British Jews to protest against the use of pudiie 
money for Zionist propaganda and for a policy of which they disapproved. 
What relativity to the points at issuoltherejis in the distinction, we fail 
to understand, unless Mr. de Rothschild desired to show how erroneous 
was Lord Beaverbrook’s estimate of the League when he described 
it as “a representative Committee of British Jews.”

oppose Zionism.” Does he wish us to think that a deputation from 
the League, consisting of that rabid anti-Zionist, the late Sir Charles 
Henry, and himself, sought out Lord Beaverbrook with a request that 
be should support the Zionist Movement? Or that such a deputation 
of such a body waited upon the Minister and carefully hid its views on 
the subject?

The Scale of Relief. 
OVER £20,060 DEFICIT, 

A meeting of the Jewish Board of Guardians was held on Monday, at 
the offices of the institution. There were present: 

Mr. Arthur Stiebel, President, in the Chair, the. Misses Hannah Cohen, 
O.B.E., and Ida Samuel, Messrs. M. Cash, M. A. Green, B. (). Henriques, 
G. G. Jacob, li. Jacob, G. M. Lazarus, E. Morley, A. H. Norris, J.P.,. and P. 8, 
Waley. | 

The PRiuSIDEN’T reported that £300 had been received as a result of a 
garden party organised by the Aid Society. He expressed the indebted- 
ness of the Board to Mr. Cash and the various ladies and gentlemen 


connected with the Friendly Societies who had worked hard to make the > 


function a success. 


Mr. CASH said that those concerned would not relax their ¢ florts, and 
were organising a concert in the autumn. 


Mr. P. S. WALEY, Treasurer, presented a flauancial statement. He 


stated that the expenditure on relicf for the first ha'!f of the present year 
amounted to £11,916, against.£15,755 for the corresponding period of last 
year. Despite this reduction the deficit at the end of June amounted to 
£20,019 against £17,441 last year. 

The PRESIDENT said that there was a slight reduction in the index 
figure of the cost of living, but not sufficient to warrant areduction of the 
geeale of fixed allowances. 

Mr. M. A. GREEN drew attention toa resolution of the Boardtestablish- 

ing a sliding scale and providing for a half-yearly revision of the scale of 

relief according to the cost of living. This had been more honoured in 
the breach than in the observance. On July 1sié the index figure of food 
was 62 above 1514, and when they last considered it, it was 72, a reduc- 
tion of 10 points or 5{ percent. If they reduced the scale accordiugly 
there would be a saving of £1,109. That would be a direct economy, but 
thero would also be indirect economies, as all other departments would 
be infiuenced.. If they hada sliding scale it ought to slide. In view of 
the difficulty of obtaining funds and the increasing deficit, the Board 
ought to take advantage of this reduction. It was easicr to put it into 
effect in the summer months. He accordingly moved that the scale of 
fixcd allowances be reduced by 4 per cent. 3 ‘2 

Mr, LIONNEL JACOB seconded the motion. 

Mr. cSRNEST MORLEY acknowledged the trouble Mr. Green had taken 
in investigating the figures, but pointed out that if was very difficult to 
apply such a small reduction when spread among all the cases. 

Mr. A. H. Norris, J.P.. hoped the wotion would be carried. The 
scalo of relief was already quite small encugh, and he contended that it 
was less than that given by many Municipal Guardians. 

After a further discussion the President undertook that the matter 
should be considered by the I:xecutive Committee, and Mr. Green with- 
drew his motion. | | 

Mr, B. Q. HENRIQUES drew attention to “the growing scandal” of the 
lack of convalescent accommodation for Jewish children.

DOCTOR OF PHILOSOPHY DEGREE CONFERRED.

H. Daiches, of Leeds, and Chief Rabbi Kuk, of Jerusalem. Entering 
Jews’ College in 1917, he obtained his B.A. (Honours) Degree, First Class, 
in Semities, including Arabic, in 1919, and was appointed Minister to the 
Middlesbrough Congregation in 1920.

SOME MORE PICKLES AND PRESERVES. 


To Preserve Green Peas. | 
CHOOSE peas that are quite young. Shell them, and throw out any 
that are worm-eaten or not sound. Put them into a saucepan of fast- 
boiling water, and cook for ten minutes. Then drain them thoroughly ; 
place in a single layer on dishes, and dry them in a cooling oven. When 
quite hard place them in stoppered jars, and keep absolutely dry. Before 
boiling for use soak them in cold water for a couple of hours. 


Sloe Gin. 


Sweet almonds, 10z. 
Cloves. 


Pipe sloes, 2 quarts. 
tinsweetene gin, 2 qtiartis, 
Loaf sugar, 2 ibs. 
PRICK the sloes, and place them in a large stone jar to half All it. 
Crush tho sugar and split the almonds, and add these to the sloes, 
together with half a~dozen cloves. Then add the gin and cork tightly. 
Shake the jar well every day for a month. Then strain off the liquid 
through fine muslin into clean, dry bottles.

DR. SAMUEL DAICHES’ DISCOVERIES. 


Ata meeting of the Royal Asiatic Society, hold on Thursday of last 
week, Dr. Samuel Daiches read a paper on “A New Interpretation of the 
Song of Deborah.” | 

([he paper is printed in full in the Jewish Chronicle Supplement with 

the present issue.) 

Professor Dr. S. LANGDON, Professor of Assyriclogy at Oxford 
University, who presided, said that Dr. Daiches was very well known to 
Semitic scholars, andalso to Assyriologists. He expressed regret that he 


‘Wad deserted Assyriology for Hebrew studies, but his knowlccy> of 


Assyriology helped him greatly in his work. Tn opening the discu tetun cn 
the paper, the Chairman said that Assyriologists were familiar with the 
idea of the administration of justice in the gates, which was one of tho 
signs of advanced culture of ancient peoples. He particalarly liked Dr. 
Daiches’ point about the sound of the people walking on the gravel stones 
(as a sign of the restored security of the country brought about by Deborab). 

After some remarks by HAHAM Dr. GASTER, | : 

Dr. PINCHES congratulated Dr. Daiches on the very lucid way in 
which he had treated the Song of Deborah. | | 

Professor KELSO (of the Hebrew Department of Pittsburg University) 
also expressed appreciation of the manner in which Dr. Daiches had 
presented his thesis. He had carried him with him in his argument in 
regard to the interpretations. He had always felt that textual criticisvu 
of the Old Testament had been indulged in too freely, and whenever 
there was a difficulty, to use some fanciful and far-fetched interpretation 
to get over the difficulty. The proper method was the comparative 
method—to go to the cognate languages and the manners and customs of 
the ancient orient to explain these difficulties. Then the difficult passages 
would become very plain and simple. 

The CHAIRMAN, in thanking Dr. Daiches for his paper, said that they 
were all bored to death by so much revision of the Old Testament text, 
and most of them hoped that future holders of Oid Testament classes 
would be trained Assyriologists. There was very little new light to be 
thrown on the Old Testament by mere Hebraists, and they must go to 
Assyriology if they wanted to proceed further. : 

HEBREW MUSIC. 

Mr. A. M. FRIEDLANDER then read a paper on “ Hebrew Music” in 
which he showed the debt that old church music was under to the 
Hebrow method of cantillation. He chanted examples to illustrate the 
striking similarity between the neginoth and old Gregorian chants.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK. 


Specialty written for the ‘ Jewish Chrontcle."’ 


‘ Evening and morning and at noonday, will IT cry, and he shali 
hear my voice.’ —Psalm lv., 17. 


Correctly speaking, tho Sabbath morning servico (like the ordinary 
morning service) may be said to begin with a series of domestic 
dcvotions which formerly were said in one’s bed-chamber on rising from 
sleep. There is the beautiful prayer—‘ My God, the soul which thou hast 
given me is pure "—a prayer of thanksgiving for the restoration 
of consciousness after the night's slumbers. This is followed by 
benedictions on waking from sleep and opening the eyes. On rising 
from his couch tho pious Jew thanked God for setting the captives 
free. On beginning to dress, ho praised God Who clothes the 
naked. On walking forth, be thanked God, Who ordainest the steps 
of man. ‘The girding of the loins and the covering of the head 
suggested the benedictions which followed. The paragraph, “Man — 


_ should ever fear God” is not a prayer, but a reflection of some pious soul 


who wrote it in the margin of his 7efillah as a kind of gloss to the prayer 
that we may not be led into sin or temptation. Tho printer or copyist 
probably mistook it for a portion of the liturgy, and #0 it caiue to be 
embodied into the T'cfillah. There follow a number. of Paalms, consti- 
tuting what is known as the “passages of song.” was 


ruled by the Rabbins that before a man offored his daily petilioa to God 
- he should first praise Him for His goodness; and therefore at an early 


stage of the service we have « large number of psalms and praises, begin- 
ning with the quotation from Chronicles: “Give thanks unto the 
Lord, call on His pame, make known His deeds among the people. Sing 
unto Him, sing praises unto Him, tell ye of all His marvellous works.” 


. The “Paalm and Song for the Sabbath Day” has no special reference 
to the Sabbath, but its noto of joyous praise and its commemora. 


tion of the works of God mark it out as am appropriate theme for 
Sabbath song. Tho prayer of WON TM is in its proper place before the 
passage from Chronicles, a8 introductory to the MAM PID. It is a 
blessing before the reading of psalms, and not (as in some liturgies) afier. 
The Song of Moses forms an important feature of the Morning Service, 
the Israelite boing commanded to remember the deliverance from Egypt 
all tho days of his life. But in spite of its importance, it was not always 
to be found in the Prayer Book. In some ancient rituals another “Song 
of Moses ” was substituted for the “Song of the Sea”—the Song which 
Moses recited ‘before his death, which we find towards the end of 
Deuteronomy, in the 32nd chapter. The composition of MAw3 isa noble 
hymn of praise for Sabbaths and Festivals. It reaches the high water- 
mark of religious adoration, though some readers find its language of 
Oriental hyperbolism distasteful. It is followed by Nanw", the blessing 
with which we conclude the MM as we begin them with 
“VON 
We now alight on a new section of the Morning Prayer, consisting of 
tho Shemang, two blessings before, and one after, The first blessing isa — 
thanksgiving for light, for the light of day, and there is incorporated into 


_ the second paragraph of this biessing a special reference to the seventh 


day :—‘ Praise be to God, who ceased from all His works on the seventh 
day, oxaited Himself and sat on the throne of Hisglory.” Thisis followed 
by the blessing: “ With everlasting love Thou hast loved us"—a fittingintro. 
duction to the Shemang, because it is a prayer of thanksgiving to God for 
having chosen Israel to be the recipients of His law, and a petition for 
enlightenment to understaud that law, and for atrength of will to perform 
it. Thus the benediction, “Blessed art Thou O Lord Who in affection hast 
chosen Thy people (srael,” conveys a sentiment which is closely akin to 
that of the Shemang itself. The S/enang, which is the central feature of 
the morning service, consists of three sections of Scripture, all of them 


- getting forth the same idea, and enforc|ng the duty of the Israelite to per 


form and remember God’s commandments, The Shemang is followed by 
a benediction, the principal portion of which relates to the redemption 
from Egypt. ‘And then follows the 4idah, which we commented upon 
last week. The paragraph which follows upon this prayer—"O my God, 
guard my tongue from evil, etc.,” is not an essential portion of the 
Amidah, it has simply been added by one of the Rabbis who was ia the 
—hebit of closing his devotions with these words. a 
And now we read the next section of the service. Tho Ark is 
opened, the Law is taken out, and a portion is read therefrom. The 
Pentateuch is divided into fifty-two weekly portions, and every Sabbath 
one of these portions is read to the congregation. These readings are 80 
arranged that we begin the first chapter of Genesis the week after 
Tabernaclos, and read the last chapter of Deuteronomy on the “ Rejoicing 
of the Law.” The Pentateuchal reading is followed by a Chapter from 
the Prophets, chosen to correspond in some way to the portion which 
has been read from the Law. The Napkiorah is, of course, a less ancient 
institution than the weekly portion. It ia supposed by some authorities 
that the institution of the Haphtorah came into existence in the period of 
the Greek persecution, when the Jews were deprived by Antiochus 
Epiphanes of their scrolls of the Law, and they read the Prophetsinstead. _

Food Riots in Breslau. 
Another Hitler Fiasco. on 
[From our Correspondent. BERLUIN. 
Serious cloting occurred in Breslau last woek, as a result of the food 


shortages. Jowish shopkeepers were tho chief sufferers in the rioting. 
Tho Association of Jewish ex-soldiers formed patrols to protect the shops 


owned by Jews, but the patrols came into frequent conflict with ‘the | 


police. A large number of poople were injured during the riots, and 
more than 1,200 arrests were made. The majority of those arrested were, 
however, released after interrogation. 

Adolf Hitler, the notorious T’ascisti leader, had arranged a great 


public meeting for the 4th inst., with the ostensible object of protestin, 


against the French occupation of Germany. His speech, however, 
developed into a violent attack on the Jaws and on the Perlin Govern. 
ment. A few divisions of Haken/reuz wearers, ia military formation and 
with flags flying, joined the meeting, and subs: quently marched to the 


centre of Munich, followed by a number of tho audience who had been 


inflamed by Hitler's words. A pogrom would undoubtedly have resulted, 
had it not been for the timely arrival of a detachment of mounted and 
foot police. Serious fighting between the police and the adherents of 
Hitler followed, lasting for over an hour. Tinally the anti-Semites wera 
routed, after a number of them had been wounded and many arrested. 
Great satisfaction is felt in Jewish circles at this, the first energetic action 
taken by the Government against the Swastika organisations. 

Captain Ankerman, the leader of the murderous assault on Maximilian 
Harden a year ago, has been arrestedin Vienna. The German authorities 
have already demanded his extradition. This will entaila second Harden 
trial, of greater importance than the first, since Grenz and Weichardt, 


who had been sentenced to imprisonment, were only Ankerman’s 
subordinates, 


Rumanian Students Permitted to Emigrate. 
Rabbinate Attacked in Transylvania.

period of one year for purposes of study ; the contemplated construction 
of a Students’ House ; the conversion of the building 46, West 68th Street, 
immediately adjoining the new Synagogue House, into a Students’ Dormi- 
tory, which will serve as such until the new Students’ House shall have 
been erected; and the projected building of a Facully Honse.

As we muse thus, in the shadow of an olive tree, with a breath | 
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cheek by jowl with the famous river; mother of mistresses ; and fondled 


by the Sahara, subtle, intriguing, alluring Cairv, the bejewelled, reach- 
ing out her fingers, tapering to the sun; enclosing in her arms, with a 
whispered breath of passion, . the silent, sufferiug, grateful Child of 
Israel. | 

We muse on the kindness of Egypt and the Egyptian; the quality of 
his mercy to the battered child of the centuries; we wonder as to the 
cause. Could it be because the infant Moses, opening his tiny eyestothe 
sun, first perceived the Giver of all Gvod from these hushed niches of the 
Nile? Could it be that the kerael of all faiths sprave tnto being under 
these same Egyptian skies? Is it that the spirit of the crcit Law Giver 
lingers, creeping down through the ages, Scattering thc truth, the keynote 
of all faith? 

Whether it be the memory of all that the Jew bore and nurtured in 
this very land, or whether it be the tolerant nature of people themselves, 
the fact remains, that the Egyptian is just and impartia!, and that the 
Jew, whatever his ability, is given an «qual chance with the other people 
of the land. 

There are 40,000 Jews to-day in Cairo—there were 5,000 ten years 
ago; thers are 18,000 in Alexandria, and about 2,000 Iu the smalier villages. 
Of all this number there are only 8,000 in Egypt itse!f who are in need 


of assistance; and this percentage has been heightened since the war, 


when the world slump spread its desolation to well-conditioned Egypt. 
However, for the unfortunate of their race the richer classes are unceasiog 
in their generosity. ‘The heart of Israc! is ever warm to the strickened 
brother, | 

I'he incomé of the average Jew is good, even in the Moushka and in 


and aronnd the smaller bazaars; there is little actual want. One sees an 


abundance of food, vegetables, !uscious fruits ; allthe products of Egypt’s 
vineyards and farm iands, In the farthest corners of the Jioushka, in 
Shariah El Gariah, in Atfa, in El Cattaui and El Rab Modie; in the dark 
corners of Atfet Hassam—one finds food and shelter and contentment. — 

The larger part of the Jows have good incomes and comfortable tank 
balances. Several thousand Jews hold positions of the first importance in 
Cairo: almost all of the bank employces are Jews: many of them are 
Jewish girls. There is a well-known adage in Egypt, “ You can trust bim 
if he’saJdew.” 7 

Tne professions are well filled with a percentage of Jewish doctors, 
lawyers—the best advocates in Cairo are Jews—writers, proprietors 
of the theatre and the operas. One notable fact all through Egyet is 
thatthe banking business is in the hands of the Jews, as well as a good 


percentage of the legal business, and much jof the ownership of news- : 


papers and periodicais. 

For this quality of reliability in the Oriental Jew we must seek the 
source in the power of religion in his daily life. Whatever his financial 
condition, the Jew is intensely religious ; and his faith is as vital a part 
of his life as bis business routine. Notwithstanding his devotion 
he is not a fanatic, but rather a reasoning adherent to the spirit of 
Judaism. One has only to visit the synagogue in Shariab Suliman Pasha 
to see how sincere these Jews are, or to attend any of the seventeen 
orthodox temples scattered throughout the city. There is a beantiful 
synagogue at Tantah, six or seven more at Alexandria, and one very 
fiourishing Reform (or Ashkénasi) in Cairo. In all of these places one 
always finds a good congregation and the women’s gallery weli filled. No 
hour is too early for services, no distance too great. Bat compared with 
the insane fervour of the Moslem, the Jew is always moderate. He does 
not create dissension nor desire tc annihilate other faiths, but is content 
with simple freedom to do honour to his God. : 

Prayers are offered throughout Egypt to-day for the King of Egypt 
and the King of England. ‘These services were at first compulsory. but 
now are voluutary, for the Jews have received only kindness at the hands 
ef these rulers: why should they not show gratitude ? coe : 

In social life one finds unusual freeeom for the Orient. Prominent 
Jews are welcomed everywhere among the older families of the country, 
Yhere are Jewish Pashas and Beys, who are similar to English Lords 
and Earls. There are Jewish Counsellors in the Government. There 
has been a remarkable increase in Government officials within recent 


years. The new King of Egypt is reported to be :particularly interested 
in the progress of the Jew. | ; eS 


As for the woman of Israel in Egypt to-day, one can discern no | 


difference between her life and that of her continental sister. She is 
accorded every freedom, does not go veiled upon the streets, and is per- 
mitted to mingle with men; she goes to the theatre and to dances, 
dinners, balls, with exactly the same liberty as her European sister. 
Her life is a glowing contrast to the veiled Harem inmate, still lingering 
among Egyptian Mohammedans and Egyptian Christians. 


There are Jewish schools, orphanages, créeches, dispensaries. A new 
schoo! for immigrant orphans has recently been opened ;: a new clinic for 
the blind; a new campaign inaugurated against trachoma, infant 
mortality, and malaria. A continual effort is being made by Jewish 
teachers to instruct Arab women, who endow their infants with a deadly 
heritage of blindness and disease. Thereisa new hospital being organised 


in the poorest Jewish quarter, where medical service and all attentionare — 


to be entirely free. Rich Jewish women work constantly for the better. 

ment not only of poor Jewry. but of Arabs, Moslems, and Egyptians, 
Above all, the Jew in Egypt is noted for the sanctity of his fa:ily 

life. Marriages are arranged with great care, and a decision once taken js 


abided by throughout life. There are few divorces, and these are granted é 


only in extreme cases. There is a vast respect all through Egypt for tho 
quality of Jewish home life. . 


This faet. added to their religious fervour and the desire to remaiy ©. Ri 


law-abiding citizens, recommends the Jew to the Government. He ig 
seldom involved in political embroglio or Nationalist plot; content that 
his sword is beaten into a pruning hook, and grateful for the lenience of 


Egyptian rule. 


Through the cities of the world the attitude of the Jew is forced, 
often, to be apologetic. He has been so long the outcast of nations, 
forced to sleepin the shadow of Christian doorways; bappy when he is 
free from pogrom and other persecution. He is the bruised child of the 
centuries, whose burden has been too heavy and whore eyes have 
witnessed generations of misery and religions madness. But in Egypt 
the sun shines equally upon him and his Christian brother. Its rays are 
no less gencrous; its warmth no less sincere. 

From the far-cff hills of Bethlehem, from the crest of the Mount of 
Olives, across the sands of the Sahara, and through the valley cf the 
Jordan sweeps 2 kindly breath cf toleration.

~* Rabbi Jochanan ben Zakkai, the eldex of the two, is perhaps the better 
known, possibly because his name appears in the Ethics of the Fathers. 
» But the other, Rabbi Jochanan bar Nappacha, also deserves popularity ; it 
has been claimed that he is one of the greatest men Judaism has produced. 
Fle was a sage in the best meaning of the word, and, in tho sense of the 
Chinese proverb, he was the instructor of a hundred generations. 

Rabbi Jochanan, the Son of a Smith, was a third century man; he 
lived in Palestine between the years 198 and 278 of the Common Era, 
He was a posthumous child, and his mother’s care, too, he did not enjoy 
| for long. She died while her boy was still very young, and he and 
| bis sister were brought up by their maternal grandfather. The old man 
| got his joy of the boy, who showed remarkable mental qualities from the 
| first. Even before he was in his teens he was taken to the lecture room 
| of Rabbi Judah, who remarked the precision with which the boy gave hig 
' answers. He satat the feet of other distinguished masters in Sepphoris,

Few 
Chaluzim have the £10 to £15 that would be the lowest sum for which 
the journey from Palestine could be undertaken. With regard to alleged

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GOING TO CONGRESS. 


(From a Zionist Corresponden t.) 
In vailous parts of Europe Jews are now asking one another: Are 


you going to the Congress?” They need not specify which Congress, 


for to them as Jews there is only one Congress—that which meets to take 
counsel concerning their return to the Land of Israel, In England as in 
Poland, in Holland as in Rumania, the same question is asked among 
those Jews who do not limit their interests to their communal frontiers, 
but seek to take their proper part in the task of their national restoration. 
And in more remote regions too, especially America and the sub-continent 
of South Africa, the self-same question has been asked—not now, but 
weeks ago, perhaps months ago, for the greater distance demanded an 
earlier consideration of the problem. 

And now, though more than a week separates us from the opening of 
ihe Thirteenth Zionist Congress, hundreds—nay, thousands of Jews are 


_ hestirring themselves for the pregnant journey. The proudest are those 


who are goirg as delegates, as the representatives, elected on a popular 
guffrage, of their fellow-Jews to pass judgment upon the work of the last 
two years ané te devise measures for its improvement during the next 
two; but ¢ver thee who are going only as visitors or correspondents 
(what an army of presemen, accredited and otherwise, besieges every 
Congress !) are animated by feelings of no lesser dignity. Few travel 
singly, for the occasion provides so congenial an opportunity of dissipating 
the tedium of a long journey by anticipating the conflicts and con- 
troversies of the Congress week. From all parts of the Continent the 
trains converging upon the city of Carlsbad will be re-echoing with 


- @ebates about Palestine and leadership, about Mandate and budget. 


The Zionist Congress had become a characteristic feature of Jewish | 
life even before the war. . It was the one constructive event amid all the 
myriad activities of modern Jewry that made it realise its unity of 
descent. The delegates, at least in the earlier days, were always 


animated by the hope of some great revelation, of some striking pro- fe 


nouncement foreshadowing the re-birth of Israel’s glories in the Holy 


-Tand; and even after the first visions had been shattered, they still felt 


uplifted as they travelled to the scene of Congress, attuned to a noble 


‘purpose, intent upon a high resolve. Now all the dreams and fancies of 


former years have been crystallised into realities, perhaps rather 
actualities, for they are not the realities of those olden dreams, though 


 ptill marking definite progress along the path to national rehabilitation, © 


And so there is less singing of Hatikvah, but more talk of concrete 
developments—of the immigration of the Haluzim, the creation of new 
xettlements, the maintenance of schools, the promotion of public works. 

Those who go to Congress may not all be able to contribute to the 


gelation of its knotty problems, but they all help towards the advance- 


ment of self-knowledge in Jewry. No other meeting-place throughont: 
the vast area of the Diaspora attracts so many Jews of varied countries 
and climes, of different intellect and temperament, of contrasted religious 
entiook, or provides co wonderful an opportunity for all these types to 
to know and understand one another, and thus broadens and deepens thé 
sympathies that bind together the scattered children of Israel. —

Arab Delegation in London. 


REQUEST FOR HEARING BY CABINET COMMITTEE. 


The Palestine Arab Delegation arrived in London last Monday. They 
will formally apply tothe Government asking to be heard by “ The Com. 
mittee of the Cabinet which is considering the question of the adminis. 
tration of Palestine.” | 

The President of the Delegation is Musa Kazim Pascha el Husseini, 
the other members being Amim Bey el Tamimi and Wadia Effendi 
Bustani. The Delegation was elected by the Arab Congress held at Jaffa 
on June 16th. The Congress consisted of 115 Arab representatives of 
Arab Christians and Moslems, and claims to represent 93 per cent. of the 
Moslem and Christian population of Palestine. 

In a statement to Reuter on their arrival, the Delegation explained 


would so serve. The next step, they declare, is concerned with the 
‘payment of taxes, on which the Congress has already decided that there 


been referred to the Executive Committee of the Arab Congress, and 
another Congress will have to be held before this decision is put into 
force. This idea, the Delegation declare, did not emanate from the 
Congress, but was urged upon it by the people themselves. They 
claim that the result of the last election, which favoured the Arabs, 
cannot be left merely as an historical fact, as it is a leading factor in the 
future administration of the country. The business of the Delegation is 
to lay before the Government the result of these elections, documentary 
evidence regarding the present form of administration, and fally toinform 
the Cabinet of the latest development of Arab thought and feeling. 

With regard to the action of the Jaffa Congress concerning the Draft 
Treaty between Great Britain and the Hedjaz, the Delegation explain 
that this was rejected because the r¢swiné of the Treaty officially puplished 
in Jerusalem contained several references to Palestine that conflicted 
with the Arab demands. This, the Delegation declare, led them to 
believe that King Hussein endorsed a Zionist policy in Palestine and that 
he was pledged to carry out British policy to this effect. | a 
| The Delegation further point out that while the communiqué spoke a 
of civil and religious rights being accorded to the Arabs, there was 4 = 
complete absence of any mention of political rights, a matter that aS 
requires explanation. As matters stand, the Delegation believe that 
Palestine is to havea different regime from Irak and Transjordania, to 
which they strongly object. The Delegation claim, therefore, tho 
urgency of being heard by the Cabinet before any decision is reached.

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- The Ethics of the Zionist Movement. 
By N. 8. BURSTEIN. 


This is a humble message to the forthcoming Zionist Congress. 

Who does not know that though the purest diamond may be hidden 
py the dirt of the gutter it is still a pure diamond, and only requires a 
cleansing to reveal its beauty. And where is the unprejudiced mind 
that, in spite of being concealed under the centuries’ old incessant cruel 
aspersions, persecutions and oppression, will not see the true value inthe 
Jewish moral philosophy and in all the systems of the Jewish moral 
principles? 


Speaking in Wesley Church, Melbourne, on Sunday, Octobar 17th, 
1909, the Rev. Dr. 8. Watkin said, among other things: “Think of the 
past of the Jewish people, in those days when they dwelt in the Holy Land, 
What advantage had the Jews? Let Paul answer the question.—' Mach 
every way, butchiefly because unto them were committed the cracies of 
God.’—Possessed of those oracles, the Jew had light in his dwelling, 
while the rest of the world was darkness.” 

Even so! ‘The Jew has preserved the oracles of God and the religious 
light in his dwelling, with his very life's blood up to this day, and he will 
keep them until the sun will stop its normal course. 

No human uncharitableness, no human brutality and no earthly 
power will ever stem the tide of the Jewish doctrine of morals that 
flows like a Stream steadily and uninterruptedly in the direction in which 
it is destined to go. ' 

‘The Jew does not only believe in God, but he trusts in God. He has 
“Emunah,” that is trust, reliance and confidence, not merely belief. 
The Jew in his daily evening service, says: *‘ For the Eternal will not 
forsake His Nation, for the sake of His great name; for the Eternal 
willea to make you His Nation.” Herein lies the quintessence of the 
Ethics of the Jews’ pure will to be a nation, because God willed them to 
be a nation. But ob, the pity of it! The long Galuth made many Jews 
think that Judaism is not identical with Jewish Nationalism. This is 
quite erroneous, even from a political point of view. Times without 


number it has been proved, without a shadow of doubt, that the Jews are — 


a nation, and now fully and openly recognised as such by all the other 


-pations of the world. But the nationalism the Jew is praying, longing, 


and striving for, is quite of a different type to the ordinary. With the 
Jew to gain back his national soil means the gaining back of his true 
spiritual soul. 
| The late Dr. §. Schechter, in a message to the Convention of 
American Zionists, July 8th, 1908, said: “Perhaps I may also on this 


occasion repeat the statement I have made at our last Convention, that | 


our only charter to Palestine is the Bible. What Zionism hopes for is a 
Jewish polity, hallowed by sacred memories, equipped with Jewish 
institutions, taught and propagated through the medium of the holy 
Janguage. Mere nationalism, of the brutal type, satisfying only the 
racial instincts and aspiring to nothing higher than a certain material 
prosperity, is not worth striving for. Indeed a nationality without its 


own historical language, without a sacred literature, without reverence © 


for its ancient institutions, without love for its past, without devotion to 
its religion, is a mere gipsy camp, and will be of very little promise. 
What Zionism is hoping for is the restoration of Jewish nationality in the 
Promised Land, accompanied by a renewal of Jewish life, vouchsafed by 
Scripture and tradition, and dreamt of and prayed for by prophets, sages, 
and saints of our nation for numberless generations. And this is the 
' Zionism which I consider identical with Judaism itself.” ! 
These emphatic words of Dr. Schechter—of blessed memory—contain 
the Ethics of the pure will of Jewrydom. And these words must be 
brought home to the heart of every Jew and Jewess. But this is not 
enough. To build a National Home, there must bea wnity of will, and it is 
a well-known fact that it is impossible to create unity of will as long as 
impulse controlsthe will. Herein lies the greatest, the most vital, and the 
most difficult problem for the Zionists of to-day! They must bear in 
mind that *‘ only through a form of legislation ia the diversity of volitive 
human beings to be bound into the wnity of a common will, only through a 
firm direction of the will can the wnity of personality be founded.’ And 
how is this to be done? There is the rub! The Jews do possess the 
right code of Ethics of a pure will. Butthe question is how and by what 
means are the Zionists capable of harnessing that will? Thisis, of course, 
What the Zionist Congress must seriously consider. But, alas, a Parlia- 
ment without the power of enforcing public law, is like a windmill without 
_ atmospheric power. It simply cannot act. Then how is this problem to 
be solved ? The Prophet of old answers this query in the name of God: 
“Neither with might, nor with strength, but with My spirit, saith the 
Lord of Hosts.” 


Henrietta Szold, the modern Deborah, says that, “the Jew must be 


made to emerge.. Notthe Palestinian Jew, butthe Jew, plain and simple.” 


The essential oneness of the Jewish problem must be realised now! .. . 
To my mind the Zionist Congress can and must find means to 
enforce morallaws. The Zionist Congress, or better, the Jewish Parlia- 
ment, must find means for harnessing the ethics of the pure will of 
Jewrydom. And it is the spiritual leaders in Jewry whose solemn duty 


it is to give their powerful help in that direction. The Jew is always 


ready to hear and obey, provided the voice comes from the right source. 
The Maccabeans saved the God-idea for the world, the Zionists will 
Save the Jewish national qualities that will preserve civilisation for the 
World. Jewish politics have always been subordinate to ethics, the ethics 
of a pure will, And now the Jew must endeavour to see his ethics, not 
n fragments, but as a whole, as a national entity, and as a united truth, 
Which is the soul of Israel’s hope!

Unlike the rhetoricians, I propose to quote the Mandate as to 
the meaning of the new magic. Article 4 of the Mandate, as adopted 
on July 24, 1922, and quoted in the New Palestine on July 28, 1922, reads : 
An appropriate Jowish agency shall be recognised as a public body for the 
purpose of advising and co-operating with the Administration of Palestine in 
such economic, social and other matters as may affect the establishment of tho 
Jewish national home and the interests of the Jewish population in Palestine, 


aud, subject always to the control of the Administration, to assist and take part 
ip the development of the country. 


The Zionist Organisation, so long as its organisation and constitution are 
in the opinion of the Mandatory appropriate, shall be recognised as such agency. 
Jt shall take steps in consultation with his Britannic Majesty’s Government to 
secure the co-operation of all Jews who are willing to assist in the establighmen{ 
of the Jewish national home. | 

The language is most interesting—so interesting that the Zionist 
leaders ignored it both in the discussion that they induced and in the 
form of the resolutions which they caused to be adopted. For the Jewish 
Agency has extremely limited powers, although there is a certain latitude 
given it in Article 6 which deals with Immigration. There are four con- 
trolling bridles in this definition: 

(1) “For the purpose of advising and co-operating with the Adminis- 
tration of Palestine,” (2) “ subject always to the control of the Adminis- 
tration, to assist and take part,” (3) “the Zionist Organisation so long a8 
its organisation and constitution are in the cpinion of the Mandatory 
appropriate,” (4) “it shall take steps in consultation with H.B.M. 
Government.” J'rom that it is fairly clear thatthe Jewish Agency is. 
strictly limited to the powers of an Advisory Committee, 

It is to be the Jewish Agency of the Palestinian Government; it can 
hardly become the agency of the Jews, because it is “ subject always t0 
the control of the Administration.” In plain language, any group of free 
Jances will find it easier to aid in the development of Palestine than this 
four times controlled agency. Next, and this throws the “ filty-fifty” 
policy adopted at Baltimore out of court, the Zionist Organisation is 
recognised as such agency. | 

No one else is to be recognised, no other body is to be recognised. As 
Jong as its Constitution is acceptable to the Mandatory, the Zionist 
Organisation holds the fleld as the Jewish Agency, but it is ‘to secure 
the co-operation of all Jews who are willing to assist,” etc. If diplomatic 
language means anything, and we all have a right at times to doubt it, 
the implication is that the other “Jews who are willing to assist” can 

-merely hold an advisory position to the Zionist Organisation, which, witb 
ita controllable Constitution, is to have the advisory power vested in the 
Jewish Agency.

All the talk about a Jewish World Congress to create 
the Agency, or evon the Zionist Administration's own plans for a 
Palestinian Congres*, are pointiess beside the indisputable fact 
that the Zionist Organisation is designated as the Agency, and, if [ 
mistake not, it is the Zionist Organisation which is to secure co-operation 
of all Jews for itself, and notin the Agency. ‘The Zionist Organisation, 
with the approval of the British Government, might so change its Consti. 
tution that the Ica, the American Jewish Committee, the London Board 
of Deputies for British Jews, etc., etc., are accepted as part of the Zionist 
Organisation—and I have no quarrel with that idea—but the creation of 
a Jewish Agency out of a mixed group. of Jewish organisations is not 
writtenin Article 4ofthe Mandate. All of this is the ABC ofthe problem, 
because a corporate agency, rather than an individual agent, is a new 


idea, and the evolution of the form is limited to advisory power so that 


the Government may see how it works. Andif it be suggested that the 
Zionist Organisation, in its capacity of agency rather than in its capacity 
of Zionist organisation, shall seek co-opération, you change nothing but a 
form, which was not provided for at Baltimore, nor anticipated in the 
Administration's view as heretofore outlined, for Carlsbad.

2} ins., 
defeating W. A. Comings, of Yale, who jumped 22 ft. 7 ins. Abrahams’ 
third victory was in the 220 yards, which he won by seven yards in tho 
fast time of 21 3-5 secs. : |

meeting the Duke of York (who was present with the Duchess) walked 
acrossthe ground and warmly congratulated Mr. Abrahams on his splendid 
performances.

Sin,—The sculpture from Thebes of which the accompanying is a 
sketch illustrates how an ancient archer is making use of the bow, and it 
will throw, I submit, some light on the symbolical origin of what we call 
ITT 732; explaining the meaning of the “intertwined equilateral 
triangles.” From the drawing it is quite obvious that a bow, when 
put in the position of discharging the arrow, assumes the shape of a 
triangle, and, being the most popular 
weapon in those times, consequently 
served as a “Shield” to “David” in his 
defence against his numerous adversaries, 

The following reference may assist-us to 
gubstantiate the version I venture to § 


make: | 
When David lamented over Saul and 
Jonathan, he said: Mwp madd 
“(hat the children of Judah should be 
taught the bow” (II. Samuel i, 17-18), 
Some commentators think that “the bow” 
was the title of the ensuing elegy 
pram Nwp, and that this is what was 
commanded to be taught. But the com- 
mon reading seems far more plausible, 
as evidencing the efficacy of this weapon 


in the engagement with the Philistines: “And he‘was found by the 


archers, the men with bows; andche was greatly in dread of the archers” 
({, Samuel, xxxi, 3). This was well calculated to direct David's atten- 


tion to the subject, and induce him to desire that more attention should 


be paid to that arm for warlike purposes. David’s own stay among 
the Philistines was also calculated to operate in the same direction. 

The bow, with its simplicity of construction, was indeed well known 
to the Jews long before this time; but it does not appear that it was used 
te any considerable extent as a military weapon. 


The frequent reference 
to archery in the Psalms would alone suffice to show the interest which 
David tookin the subject. In fact, so popular became the bow among the

Most scholars are agreed that the two triangles are early Hebrow

My own pet theory—that the letter waw is a later evolution into a con- 
fonant of what originaliy was a vowel sign—should, if true, prove 
valuable in assisting us to place the date of the monogram’s origin. 

Inthe “Siloam” inscription the caw has already grown to normal 
size, but a century and a half earlier, in the ‘‘ Mesha” inscription, the waw 
‘8 quite tiny (like a very small Y), and most probably used as a vowel

ANNUAL MEETING OF THE SOCIETY. 
. Mr. EDWARD A. JOSEPH, one of the Vice-Presidents, was in the Chair 
at the Annual General Court of Governors and Subscribers held on Thurs- 
‘day of last week, at the offices of the Jews’ Hospita! and Orphan Asylum, 
81, Duke Street, Aldgate. 
In moving the adoption of the annual report, the CMAIRMAN referred 
‘to the great loss the Society had sustained by the death of its esteemed 
‘President, Sir George Faudel-Phillips. In latter years, through ill. 
health, Sir George had not been able to attend the meetings, but during 
‘the thirty-two years he had presided over its destinies the Society had 
frown by leaps and bounds. His ever-ready assistance in all matters 
concerning the welfare of the charity would long be remembered. He 
‘Mr. Joseph) had worked with Sir George during all those years, and ho 
took that opportunity of tendering to his bereaved family the expression 
of the Society’s deepest sympathy and condolence. 
‘charity continued to prosper, and the Committee had been able to 
increase the weekly pensions in some cases. The financial position, 
‘however, Was not as satisfactory as they would have liked it to be. 
With better trade conditions and the slight decrease in taxation, 
he hoped the generous public would continus its support of 
that most deserving charity. TheSociety had on its books seventy. 
one pensioners. The committee tendered its thanks to the Hon, Medical 
Adviser, Mr. Basil Lang, M.D., for hisloyal assistance, to Miss Sybil Levy, 
the Lady Visitor, and to Mr. Herbert M. Harris, the Secretary, for their 
excellent Work. ‘The chief work of the Society was undertakon by the 
‘Investigating and Distributing Committee ; it was arduous and extremely 
difficult, and was much appreciated by the Society. The Chairman paid 
a tribute to the work of the Treasurers. 
The report was adopted. 


Mr. WILLIAM P. HIGHAM, one of the Treasurers, submitted the finan. | 
cial statement, which showed a decrease of subscriptions and donations 


as against that of the previous year. As other institutions were in 
financial straits, they did not take stepstogetmoney. He felt, however, 


that efforts would haveto be made to obtain increased support if the | 


excellent work of the Society was to continue. The Kmergency Fund, 
established by Mr. Edward A. Joseph, had been a source of great 
assistance in coping with the demands made by the pensioners. 

The motion for the adoption of the balance-sneet was seconded 
by Mr. FRANK LAZARUS, and adopted, 

The Hon. Officers and Committee were re-elected. 


Jewish Friendly Societies. 


A résumé of the Grand Order of Israel’s report appeared in yesterday's 
Jewish World. This organisation has 8,526 ordinary, and 8,781 State- 
insured members; the funds of its lodges stand at £45,077; its Grand 
Lodge assets are £6,000; and its investments on National Health 
Insurance Accounts are valued at £42,790, The Order is undertaking a 
building project which will provide central offices, conference hall, 
meeting rooms for lodges, and a club institute. Actively interested in 
the Zionist movement, two of its prominent workers (Bros. Michael Levy 
and 8. Teff, B.A.) are on the Executive of the Hnglish Zionist Federation, 


~ and the last-named gentleman has been elected delegate for the Order to 


the Zionist Congress at Carlsbad. The report mentions that as regards 
amalgamation with the Achei Brith, the Order came to the conclusion 
thaf it.could not depart from its previous declaration that affiliation to 
the English Zionist Federation was a fundamental principle in so far a3 
the Grand Order of Israel was concerned. :

THE ARROGANT RABBI, 


R. Gamaliel was the President of the Rabbinical College, and waa 
a great scholar, but owing to his wealth was rather arrogant and. 
rather intolerant of opinions contrary to his own. 


A Rabbi, also of 


great learning, who ventured to cross intellectual swords with the 
President was R. Joshua, a man who was very highly respected by 
his colleagues and greatly beloved by the common people from whom 


he sprang. 


On-two or three occasions when R. Joshua differed from 


R. Gamaliel, the latter publicly humiliated him, which greatly 
incensed the students and the other rabbis, who decided that the 
honour of a scholar like R. Joshua had to be protected, and R. 


Gamaliel must no longer be President of the Assembly, But the 


choice of a successor presented some difficulty. They could not very 
well appoint R. Joshua, on whose account R. Gamaliel was to be 


deposed.

At first R. Joshua wags inclined to bo unrelenting, and 
told RK. Gaimaliel (who sought him out in his smithy—he was a b!ack- 
smith) that he could never understand, and therefore sympathise 
with, the hardships of humble students of the Law, whose difficulties 
wero increased by worldly cares, whereas R. Gamaliel was well-off 
and could devote himself entirely to study. R. Gamaliel implored his 
colleague to pardon him, if not for bis own sake then for that of bis 
father. 7

R, Joshua could no longer resist an appeal made in all sincerity, . 


and he forgave the grievous wrong which had been committed against 
him. He did more. He himself took steps to bring about R. 
Gamalie!’s reinstatement. When the rabbis heard that the twe had 
been reconciled they felt that it was only fair to restore R. Gamaliel 
to his former position, especially as he had been deposed solely in the 
interests of R. Joshua, whom he had offended. They could not, 
however, do an injustice to R. Eleazar, and they eventually arranged 
that R. Gamaliel should preside for three weeks and R. Eleazar for 
one. Thus they vindicated the principle that no man should be put 


$0 shame in public, ‘Let thy friend’s honour be as dear to thee as
